As Menace for 
Unvaccinated 


With the ap p earance of an un­ 
usual number 
of smallp ox cases 
| burin’ the p ast w eek, Dr Geo. W. 
I Cox . State Health officer, has Ls- 
ued a warning that this danger- 
j ous. disfiguring and often fatal di- 
seuie can once become a widesp read 
i health p roblem unless v accination 
i is used to p rote t the p ublic against 
it. 
Four cases of smallp ox were re ­ 
p orted from one county , and while 
that number may not seem great, 
it is nev ertheless the the same total 
; as w-as rep orter for the whole stata 
during the entire y ear of 194 8. 
"Smallp ox 
v accination, 
which 
affords comp lete 
immunity from 
this disease, is a p ainless, inex p en­ 
siv e p rocedure, which should 
b® 
used to p rotect ev ery Indiv idual in 
the state” Dr Cox said. "When we 
grow Lax about our v accination and 
allow suscep tible p ersons to be ex - 
ix ised to smallp ox , it follows that th? 
disease will sp read throughout the 
unw ac;inated 
p op ulation, 
bring­ 
ing 
serious 
illness 
and 
p ossible 
| deaths.” 
Dr. Cox urged all p arents to see 
that their children hav e been p ro­ 
p erly v accinated, and if there Ls 
doubt about the immunity still be - 
ing in effect they should be giv en 
another v accination. If they are im ­ 
mune, the v accination will 
not 
•take’ . but if it does take, then the 
immunity was low and the v accin­ 
ation was needed for their p rotec­ 
tion. "This same thing ap p lies to 
adults" Dr. Cox said. "Check and 
, be sure that y our own immunity is 
established, as well as that of y our 
children", he advised.

Detect Cancers 


Cancer ranks second among the 
leading causes or death in this coun­ 
try . But the disease probably ranks 
first among ills feared by mankind. 
This fear, much of it based on 
misinformation, is mainly respon­ 
sible for many deaths from cancer 
which could hav e been prev ented. 
Afraid to face the truth, and belie­ 
v ing cancer incurable, some people 
foolishly stay away from doctors 
when prompt medi:al checkup at 
the first sign that something was 
wrong might hav e resulted in a cure 
and the sav ing of their lives. 
Cancer often can be cured if it is 
diagnosed and treated in time. It is 
believed that of the estimated 170- 
000 who die of it annually , at least 
one--third, or 555,000, could be sav ­ 
ed if their disease was detected in 
the early stages. 
A cancer is a wild or disorderly 
growth of living cells in some part 
of the body which serv ev s no use­ 
ful purpose but which, on th econ- 
trary . destroy s normal cells sur­ 
rounding it and if unchecked ev ent­ 
ually impairs v ital functions of the 
ibody In addition to the destruc­ 
tion in the aiea where the cancer 
starts, cancerous cells may break 
off from the original growth and 
be carried by the blood stream to 
other parts of the body where they 
lodge and start new cancers. 
But it must be remembered that 
a cancer begins to grow only in one 
spot and when discovered in this 
early stage, usually it can be remov ­ 
ed or destroy ed and the person 
cured. It is when the cancer is al­ 
lowed to grow to a more adv anced 
ftage that it is dangerous and dif­ 
ficult to cure. 
In other words, those who go reg­ 
ularly to their doctors for phy sical 
ex aminations hav e less to fear from 
cancer than those who neglect per­ 
iodic checkups. By regular v isits to 
the doctor, there is a better chance 
of dectecting a possible cancer in an 
early stage when the doctor can 
take measures to check it before it 
endangers life. 
When cancer first attacks, there 
may be no pain. Often it is only 
when cancer grows larger that it 
causes phy sical suffering. So we 


must watch out for sy mptoms that 
might mean cancer. These include. 
1 A sore on any part of the body , 
especially about the tongue, mouth 
| or lips, which doesn’t seen to heal. 
2. A lump, or hard spot on the 
I body but particularly in the breast. 
3. A sudden change in the color 
or size of a wart, mole or birth­ 
mark. 
4 Bleeding or abnormal discharge 
from any natural body opening. 
5. Persistent hoarseness or diffi­ 
culty in swallowing, for any unex ­ 
plained reason. 
5. Loss of appetite and persistent 
attacks of indigestion. 
None of these sy mptons may be 
due to cancer, y et any one of them 
points to the fact that a medical 
checkup is in order. If it is not can­ 
cer, the person is reassured and re- 
lievevd of worry . But if cancer is 
discovered, there is the satisfaction 
of knowing that it has been dected 
in an earlier stage when there is 
the best chance of cure with the 
proper medical treatm ent
